On Our 2010 Planning and What "First-Fruits" Means... 

Often people think that "first-fruits" means tithing; the giving of the 
first 10 percent of our income or "harvest." But more broadly speaking, 
"first-fruits" giving is simply when we give the "first" of our "fruits" 
of our labors which could be any percentage-perhaps the first 2% or 5% 
or 10% or more of our income. Cindy and I give well over 10% for our 
"first-fruits," but not all of our "first-fruits" goes to the church; we are 
supporting five Compassion International kids, our colleges, etc. In 
other words: "first-fruits" giving is the opposite of "left-over" giving, 
where our ministry support is the "leftovers" of what God has given to 
us. "First-fruits" giving is when we put "first things first." As you 
know, that takes faith. I have often said, "Stewardship isn't multiple- 
choice where we give our time OR our talents OR our treasure." "// 
stewardship were "multiple-choice," then surely Jesus would have told 
the poor widow to keep her money and just sweep the temple. " But 
instead, he lifts up her generosity as a model for his disciples and we 
trust that God was faithful in providing for her needs. 

How did we get to 20% "first-fruits" as a congregation? We GREW it 
there one percent at a time! I remember very clearly that first council 
meeting many years ago when the "first-fruits" proposal first came up. 
"We can't do that-we need to make sure our own needs are met 
first!!!!" Let me tell you, there was MUCH fear and trepidation! But 
guess what, we took the leap of faith and indeed our "cup of blessings 
runneth over" as a congregation so that our outreach budget is now lar- 
ger than the entire budget of many ELCA congregations. 
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We hope you can attend our annual Budget Hearing that will be held at 12:15 PM on Sunday, December 6 th . As al- 
ways, we value your input. Final approval for the 2010 budget will be made at our Annual Meeting at 12:20 PM on 
Sunday, January 10 th . We would love to have you attend these meetings and give us your feedback regarding our 
ministry plans. 

On Serving 21 Years Here ... 

It is hard to believe, but January 1 st I will have served 21 years here at Faith. Time flies when you're having fun! Our 
weekend attendance has grown over five-fold from the 90 or so of us who worshipped in 1989 in the old sanctuary. 
Staff has grown from just me to 14 of us now - five of whom are full time. In the early days I remember running bul- 
letin notes over to Sally Beckner's house where she would type them up and run them downtown to Daily Office Sup- 
ply for printing! Thanks from the bottom of my heart for all the encouragement and grace throughout these years-l 
have learned a lot! Truly you have demonstrated what it means to be the "Body of Christ." 

On Our Attendance This Fall ... 

We have so much to be thankful for once again. I am sure you have noticed how packed we have often been on Sun- 
day mornings. Who would have thought when we moved into our new sanctuary in March of 2003 that we would be 
crowded again so soon? Studies indicate that once a worship space becomes more than 80% full, it discourages atten- 
dance and hence, our effort to tweak our worship schedule this fall. As you know, the new early service at 7:45 AM 
did not catch on, but the good news is that we now have a more even distribution of attendance than last year with 
the two main services, (especially when the choir sings at the late service), so that helps with traffic flow both inside 
and outside. But if you are "on the fence," guess what? The 1 1 :1 5 AM service generally tends to be less packed now! 

On Our Building Expansion and Some "Seed" Ideas ... 

As we approach the end our 4th year with the expansion of our education wing, I continue to give thanks for the new 
ministry opportunities it has afforded us with our award-winning library and reading room; our increasingly busy youth 
room full of youth, our "Sisters in Christ" Bible study on Wednesdays, our Prayer Shawl Ministry, our growing confir- 
mation classes, our new Jump for Joy choir on Wednesday nights, Boy Scouts on Tuesdays, Girl Scouts on Thursdays, 
etc. Who knows, maybe we will even have some sort of preschool someday. Lord knows, we have plenty of kids in 
this church who probably go to preschool various places...perhaps we can help serve in that way. 

Meanwhile, as you know, we have kind of neglected our Fellowship Hall. It is a joy for me to see it used three times 
a week for the ministry of the Centro Cristiano Church, but quite frankly, it is often empty and it could use somewhat 
of a "face-lift." For our upcoming 30 th anniversary in 2010, how about if we dress up the north end of our fellow- 
ship hall "Starbuck's style" to "lure" more folks for fellowship in there on Sunday mornings, and to perhaps 
"decongest" the narthex somewhat? If we fixed it up a bit and made it more of an attractive space, perhaps it would 
become a more popular space for meetings, gatherings, and receptions! 

On Our Lutheran Identity... 

As I said earlier this fall, although many of us may be disappointed with the August ELCA vote which seems to be out 
of step with Jesus' vision of marriage as expressed in Mark 10:6-9, I pray that FCLC might stay focused on making dis- 
ciples here . Sadly, many congregations are being torn apart right now as various sides are over eager to "have their 
way." As we know, church denominations will come and go, but we confess that "we believe in the holy catholic 
church," which transcends any earthly denominations. Indeed, many of us believe that we are moving into a "post- 
denominational" age where congregations might either be fairly "independent" from denominational associations, 
and/or they may have multiple associations within this "holy catholic" church. 

Having said that, you may have noticed that our bulletin cover now references our informal support of Lutheran CORE 
and Word Alone. If you would like to learn more, please visit www.lutherancore.org or www.wordalone.org I think 
you will see that these organizations are doing good work upholding traditional Christian values in general and tradi- 
tional Lutheran values in particular. It may take several years to see what develops with Lutheran CORE, but in the 
meantime, I am confident that if we are prayerful and patient in waiting on the Lord, and if can avoid getting em- 
broiled in denominational politics; then I believe the Lord will direct us and our ministry will continue to thrive and 
grow. 

On Our FOUR Christmas Eve Candlelight Communion Services .. . 

Because all three services have been packed the past couple of years, we are adding a fourth Candlelight Communion 
Service this year, so we will be celebrating the birth of the Christ-child at 2:30 PM, 4:15 PM, 6:00 PM and 7:45 PM. 
It is hard to believe that this will be our 7 th Christmas in our new sanctuary! We are hopeful for another fairly even 
distribution of worship attendance, but my guess is that the earlier services will be the most crowded. Christmas is a 
great time for evangelism/outreach; please invite your friends and neighbors. We are looking forward to the joy of 
worshiping the Christ-child once again!

This week we received a phone call from Rev. Anthony Mulbah of Liberia. He received the generous gift from FCLC 
for the educational work being done in Liberia. All he could say was, "Thank you so much! Thank you so much!" This 
gift will make a huge difference in the lives of many children and adults in that country which is trying so hard to re- 
cover from the 15-year civil war that occurred there. 

One part of the gift, $1000.00, will go for scholarships for the training of evangelists and deacons 
who serve in the backcountry areas, bringing the Gospel of Jesus Christ to anyone who will hear. 
jThey are trained at the Totota Training Center where Rev. Anthony Mulbah now teaches and 
where he also works in the new library. Each semester costs an evangelist $40.00 ($160.00 for 
J two years). These evangelists are not salaried and money is scarce so our scholarship money will 
^ be a great help. 

Another portion of the money ($500.00) will go for advanced scholarships in nursing and medical care for needy peo- 
ple. One recipient is a woman whose eye was damaged when working in a rice field. 





The final amount, $5000.00, is for the Marfeleh Sumo Academy in the Village of Gbonyea, Liberia. FCLC is the only 
support source for this Lutheran Christian school now serving around 365 students. It began as a prayer request from 
Rev. Mulbah to Todd and Tyger Penson in 2007. The students served are children who lost one or both parents in the 
Civil War. Four teachers and a principal teach the children in a four-room building that we have built. This new 
amount will go towards completing that building, providing chairs, tables and supplies, and possibly add another 
teacher, build more classrooms-whatever they discern as their most pressing needs through 2010. The sand pile in 
front of above picture is for the casting of the floor.
